I fully re- 
cognize I have no expertise whatsoever in this area and I 
in no way was voicing any criticism of the C.I.A. I simply 
felt that you should be aware of the testimony that surfaced 
during the trial . 

I must say that I feel infinitely better since receiving 
your letter. Obviously you have given a great deal of thought 
to the entire problem and have worked out the best possible 
solutions. I must also say that I agree wholeheartedly with 
your comments as to the need for a free exchange of views 
which could never occur under a rigidly controlled intelli- 
gence system.
